Patty Tells Story 
Of Fear, Abuse 


SAN FRANCISCO UPI - 
In a quiet, emotionless voice, 
Patricia Hearst finally told her 
story of life underground with 
the

Liberation 
Army — a life of fear, sexual 
assault and physical abuse. 
The 
21-year-old 
newspaper 
heiress admitted Monday she 
helped rob a bank, fired a 
machine gun at a Los Angeles 
sporting goods store, helped 
kidnap a high school student and 
trekked back and forth across 
the 
country 
with 
rad icals 
without trying to escape. 
She said she took part in the 
bank robbery and did whatever 
else she was told after being 
threatened with death 
“hun­ 
dreds of times." 
She said she was locked in 
dark closets for several weeks 
after her kidnaping, raped in 
one of them by William Wolfe 
and other SLA members, hauled 
from one hideout to another in a 
garbage can carried in a car 
trunk, and punched in the eye 
four times by William Harris.

the least ex pensive fuels, which is w hy it is in such 
d e m a n d ." the co n g ressm an added 
T aking a realistic look at the situation, however. 
S h arp said “ th ere is no way to avoid som e higher 
price for gas. If the price is held down, inadequate 
supplies will h ave to be su p p lem en ted with higher 
priced sy n thetic or liquified n a tu ra l gas. and we will 
also becom e m o re dependent on high priced foreign 
oil."

This potential th re a t led to two schools of thought 
concerning how to handle the situation T here w ere 
those who believed the prices should be kept down. 
even at the risk of shortages, and those who w anted to 
d ereg u late prices and en co urage new exploration, 
even if it m ean t higher prices for c o n su m e rs 
The bill a s finally passed last w eek is a co m pro m ise 
betw een these two points of view. T he bill provides 
that price controls be rem oved from all producers 
except the g ian t com panies 
This m e a n s th at m ore than 5.0(H) independent gas 
producers, w ho account for over 75 p er cent of all new 
drilling and exploration, will be ab le to ch arg e 
u n reg ulated prices for their new discoveries. This 
added incentive should en cou rag e them to intensify 
their efforts to find new gas. 
Of course, the system of regulation for the largest 
gas p ro d u c ers h a s also been ch an g e d by the bill to 
help a ss u re the giant producers that they will have 
incentives to find and develop new g a s supplies. 
The bill is exp ected to lead to a g ra d u a l increase in 
the price of gas. but the e n co u rag em en t of developing 
new sources is the key to insuring supplies in the 
future 
T he bill applies only to the initial pro du cing price, 
the c o n g re s sm a n pointed out. w hich m a k e s up only 
about 20 per cent of the total g as bill the av e ra g e 
hom eow ner pays 
The c o n g re s sm a n supported 
the action, which 
seem s to at least pav e the way tow ard insuring future 
supplies 
In an o th er aspect, the House a p p ro v a l disproves 
previous claim s th a t nothing is being done concerning

tried to be with-held from the 
press, a call from the Governor 
office was all that was required
